ESTRAYED 


A recent provincial government decision to allow 
liquor advertising in outside publications reprinted in 
Alberta only serves, in our opinion, to emphasize the 
unfairness of the legislation which still prohibits all 
liquor advertising in publications originally printed in 
Alberta. 

The new legislation was framed to allow the 
Financial Post to reprint its edition in Calgary. 

Canadian and American magazines, practically 
all carrying “brand name” liquor advertising, enjoy 
a wide circulation in Alberta, as in other provinces. 
Present legislation, which can only be termed dis¬ 
criminatory, prohibits any Alberta publication from 
carrying any type of brand name or institutional ad¬ 
vertising for distilleries or breweries, including public 
service ads on informative subjects such as artificial 
respiration. 

For years now Alberta publishers have annually 
presented briefs to the Alberta cabinet, stating that 
the question of whether or not to carry liquor adver¬ 
tising in their newspapers should be the decision of 
each publisher, not of the government. 

“The freedom of the Albertan job printing plant 
to reprint the Financial Post was being affected,” 
said Liquor Board Chairman Peter Elliott, in giving 
reasons for the new regulations to allow liquor ad¬ 
vertising in newspapers and magazines reprinted in 
Alberta. But what of the freedom of Alberta pub¬ 
lishers to decide themselves what advertising should 
or should not go in their papers? Not all publishers 
would accept liquor advertising, but this should be 
their own decision, not that of the provincial cabinet.
